Morcover, never any Catholic yet 
thought the Saints knew our neceflities 
by their own Power,no nor the defires 
which move us to addreſs our'ſecrex 
Pravers to them. The Church corl- 
rentsherfelf to reach, withallAntiqui- 
ty,theſc Prayers to be very profitable 
to ſuch who make them,whether ir be 
the Saints kno» them by the miniſtry 
and communication of Angels, who, 
accoxding to the teſtimony of Scrip- 
ture, know whatpaſtes amongſtus,be- 
a OT by Gods order asadmi- 
niltring Spirirs,zo cooperate with us in 
the work of our Salvation ; whether 
it be that God himſelf makes known 
" tothemour delires by a particular Re- 
welationgor laſtly,wherher it be that he 
diſcovers the fecret to them in his 4z- 
Tine Eſſence in which all truth iscom- 
priſed. Sorhat the Chutch has not de- 
cided any thing about theſe different 
methods, which God might be plea- 
ſed to make ule of for that end.

Satrsfattzons, Purgatory, and Indul- 
gences. 

E muſt farther explicate af- 
ter what manner we believe 
we can make Satisfaftion to God 
through his Grace, ro the end we 
may not leave any doubt upon this 
matter uncleared. 

Catholics unanimouſly teach,that 
JESUS CHRIST, God and Man, 
was ſolely capable, through the infi- 
nite Dignity of his Perſon, to offer 
up to God a {ufficient SatisfaCtion for 
our Sins. Burt having ſatisfied {uper- 
abundantly, he could apply:-this inft- 
nite Satisfaltion after rwo maiiners :

Price he has given for our Salvation, 
he grants us pardon, upon what con- 
dition, what law, or with what re- 
ſtrition it pleaſes him. 

We ſhould be injuriovs.and un- 
crateful ro our Saviour, ſhould we 
dare to deny the infinite Value of his 
Merits, under pretenſe that when he 
pardons us the Sin of Adam, he docs 
* not at the ſame time free us from 
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 SatizfalFipns, Purgatory, 
all the conſequences of it, bur leaves 
us ſtill ſubje& to Death, and 'fo ma- 
ny cther corporeal and ſpiritual in- 
firmities, which this Sin brought up- 
on us.It ſuffices that JESUS CHRIST 
has once paid the price by which we 
ſhall be one day entirely freed from 
the evils which overwhelm us ; it is 
our parts to cmbrace with humility 


and thanksgiving every part of his | 


benefits, by confidering by what 
progreſs it plcaſes him to procure 
our deliverance, according to that 
order which his Wiſdom has elta- 
blifhed for onr good, and for a more 
clear manifeſtation of his Bounty 
and Juſtice. 

Upon the like accouut we ought 
not to think ir trange, that he, who 
has ſhown us ſo great Mercy: in Bap- 
tilm.ſhould be more ſevere towards 
us.,aftcr our having, violated our holy 
promiſes. It is juſt, yes and beneficial 
to our Salvation, that God in remit- 
ting our Sin together wich rhe ctcr- 
nal pain which we deſerved for ir. 
ſhould exa&t of us ſome temporal 


Pain to retain us in our duties; leſt it 


we ſhould be too ſpeedily freed _ 
ene

the Bonds of Juſtice, we ſhould aban- 
don our {elves toa temerarious Con- 
fdence , abuſing the facility of a 
Pardon. 

It-is then to (atishe-this Obligati- 
on, we are {ubjetted to ſome painful 
Works, which we muſt accompliſh 
in- the Spirit of Humllicy and Pe- 
nance. z and it was the  neceffity of 
theſe fatistaftory Works which obli- 
ged the Primitive Church to im- 

ſe upon-Penicents thoſe Pains cal- 
fed Canonical. 

When therefore ſhe impoſes upon 
Sinners painful and laborions works, 
and they undergo them with humili- 
ty,this1s called Satrsfadtzon;and when, 
regarding the fervour of the Peni- 
tents,or {ome other Good Works 
which ſhe has preſcribed them, ſhe 
pardons ſome part of that Pain which 
is duc to them, this js cal d Indulgence. 

TheCouncil of Trext propoſes no- 
thing clſe to be believed concerning

puted to her as ſo greata crime. If af- ' 
ter this Explication, thoſe of the Pre- 
tended Reform'd Religion accuſe us 
of injuring the Satisfattion of ZESUS 
CHRIST, they muſt have forgotten 
what we told them, that our B.Sawiour

gives to: us. To which we muſt add,
